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Preface 


This  publication  presents  information  on  the  caseloads  of 
the  Provincial  Courts,  excluding  the  Civil  Division.  It 
is  produced  each  quarter,  with  the  information  presented 
on  a  year  to  date  basis.  The  data  in  this  publication 
cover  the  period  of  April  1st,  1985  to  March  31st,  1986. 

On  April  1,  1985  the  second  stage  of  the  Young  Offenders 
Act  was  implemented.  This  stage  concerns  the  16  and  17 
year  old  youths,  who  are  to  be  treated  as  young  offenders 
in  the  courts.  Now,  in  Ontario,  youths  between  the  ages 
of  12  and  17,  inclusive,  are  processed  under  the  Young 
Offenders  Act.  The  responsibilities  have  been  divided 
between  the  Criminal  and  Family  Divisions.  Youths  16  and 
17  years  of  age  are  processed  through  the  Criminal 
Division  offices,  while  youths  12  to  15  years  of  age  are 
processed  through  the  Family  Division  offices.  As  a 
result,  each  division  submits  its  own  statistical  report 
on  young  offenders. 

Now  that  the  Young  Offenders  Act  is  fully  implemented,  a 
separate  section  on  the  Youth  Court  is  included  in  this 
publication.  The  caseload  activity  of  the  Family  Division 
Youth  Court  is  shown  separately  from  the  Criminal  Division 
Youth  Court.  Data  on  the  number  of  charges  received  and 
the  number  of  pending  charges  are  not  included  in  this 
report  due  to  reporting  inconsistencies.  We  expect  to 
have  complete  data  for  the  next  publication.  The  tables 
on  the  Youth  Court  are  found  on  pages  20  -  25.
